1. Applicant's election without traverse of 1-7 and 10-16 in 
the reply filed on 7/30/07 is acknowledged. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because the single drawing is 
labeled "Fig. 1", which should be deleted, since it is the only 
drawing in the application. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 
figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-7 and 10-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Subramaniam et al. US 6,113,795. 

Regarding claims 1 and 10, Subramaniam discloses 
continuously harvesting nano-particles from near-critical or 
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supercritical fluids including carbon dioxide (abstract, column 
1) . 

Subramaniam fails to disclose collecting while releasing 
carbon dioxide. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to collect the nanocarbon 
while releasing the carbon dioxide because Subramaniam discloses 
the nanocarbon product as a pharmaceutical product among other 
uses, any of which would suggest release and remove of the 
carbon dioxide to perform the intended use of the nanocarbon as 
disclosed in Subramaniam. 

Regarding claims 2-7 and 11-16, Subramaniam discloses 
polymers (column 1, lines 50-51) and solvent precipitation (see 
Examples) .
